The  affairs  of  the  Library  have  been  moving  along  prosperously, 
while  something  has  been  done  looking  to  improve  conditions,  and  a 
better  appreciation  of  the  library  in  its  more  substantial  usefulness. 
However  good  the  fiction  of  a  library  may  be,  reading  it  alone,  to  the 
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utter  neglect  of  ihe  more  standard  literature,  cannot  but  result  in 
mental  famine.  Besides, -it  helps  to  fix  the  habit  of  being  amused 
rather  than  being  well  informed— '&  habit  that  is  doing  great  harm  at 
the  present  time.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  trustees  to  supply  valuable 
readiog  to  those  learning  or  practicing  trades.  Mechanics  should  be 
able  to  find  assistance  in  the  use  of  the  library,  and  farmers,  poultry 
raisers,  dairymen  and  others  might  be  benefited  by  reading  its  books. 

If  anyone  thinks  of  publications  likely  to  be  helpful,  their  titles 
and  publishers'  names  left  with  the  librarian  will  insure  fheir  careful 
consideration. 

The  statistical  report  for  the  year  just  past  is  as  follows  : 
During  the  ysar  there  has  been  a  net  gain  of  126  volumes.  Includ- 
ing 133  volumes  held  in  trust  from  Joyce  Post  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  there  is  a 
total  of  4428  volumes  in  the  library  at  this  date.  The  number  of  patrons 
to  date  has  been  1957,  an  increase  of  116  during  the  year.  The  number 
of  books  loaned  since  February  1,  1905,  is  11316  The  smallest  monthly 
chculation  was  632  in  Juue,  the  largest  1032  in  January

The  new  heating  and  ventilating  system  which  was  put  in  last  fall 


is  giving  quite  good  satisfaction.  By  this  method  heating  and  ventila- 
tion is  a  verv  simple  matter,  and  if  properly  takeu  care  of  there  will  not 
be  any  necessity  of  dismissing  the  pupils  because  of  cold  school  rooms. 
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The  cliaoge  in  the  seating  capacity  of  th  •  rooms  on  the  second 
floor  which  was  made  last  fall  has  been  of  great  help  to  both  teachers 
and  pupils.  At  present  we  have  four  spacious  rooms,  with  plenty  of 
good  light  aud  a  neat  appearing  hall.  While  we  haven't  any  statistics 
to  substantiate  our  statement,  nevertheless  it  stands  to  reason  that  the 
health  of  the  pupils  must  be  better  than  it  was  in  two  of  the  small 
ciowded  rooms  of  last  year. 

The  crowded  condition  of  the  first  primary  department  is  quite  bad 
this  year.  Boys  ami  girls,  ranging  from  5  years  to  7  years,  is  entirely 
too  many  for.  one  teacher  to  care  for.  Individual  attention,  which  is  tha 
chief  element  of  modern  educational  systems,  is  entirely  out  of  the 
question  with  so  many  pupils. 

The  little  people  fail  to  receive  their  full  share  of  instruction  aud 
this  acts  as  a  serious  drawback  throughout  their  entire  school  life.  Un- 
less they  are  properly  started  they  will  not  be  able  to  make  satisfactory 
progress  when  they  reach  the  higher  grades. 

The  school  board  has  been  willing  for  some  time  to  divide  the 
pupils  into  two  classes,  but  have  not  been  able  to  find  another  room  and 
the  present  room  is  too  small  for  two  teachers.  It  is  quite  probable  that 
something  will  be  done  in  the  near  future  to  better  the  existing 
conditions. 

In  the  High  School  department  the  study  of  English  History  has 
been  introduced.  Since  English  and  American  Hibtory  are  so  closely  re- 
lated, the  sudy  of  the  English  people,  of  t_eir  manners  and  customs 
will  enable  the  pupils  to  understand  more  fully  and  more  clearly  the  un- 
derlying principles  of  the  history  of  their  own  country. 

During  the  past  year  the  class  in  English  has  been  well  instructed 
in  the  "essentials"  of  the  English  language. 

The  course  consisted  of  considerable  composition  wiiting;  a  study 
of  synonyms;  training  in  the  proper  use  of  every  day  words;  letter  writ- 
ing; analysis  of  sentences  to  get  the  proper  thought  contained  therein ; 
and  above  all  training  the  pupils  to  speak  clearly  and  concisely.  In  con- 
nection with  the  work  in  English  tbey  have  read  acd  studied  in  class 
several  of  Shakespeare's  works,  especially  Julius  Caesar  aud  Macbeth 
In  addition  to  this  they  have  been'required  to  read  at  least  three  books, 
taken  from  a  list  supplied  by  the  Principal.  As  they  are  to  be  held 
stric'ly  accountable  for  the  facts  contained  iu  these  books  they  have 
been  forced  to  read  them  much  more  carefully  than  they  otherwise 
would.    The  reading  of  these  standard  books  not  only  furnish  the 
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pupils  wilh  interesting  and  valuable  facts  concerning  things  in  general 
but  arouses  iu  thorn  a  taste  for  good  literature  which  will  prove  of  life 
long  value.  The  pupils  have  been  very  much  interested  in  the  work  of 
jhis  study  and  especially  the  read  ing  part  and  they  have  done  remark- 
nbly  good  work.  Following  is  the  list  of  books  from  which  they  m»de 
their  own  selection :  —Life  ot  Abraham  Lincoln,  Alice  of  Old  Vincennes, 
Ethan  Allen,  Ben  Hur,  Betsy  Boss,  Black  Beauty,  Black  Rock,  Boot! 
aud  Saddles,  Burgoyne's  Invasion  of  '77,  Oregon  Trail,  Choir  Invisible* 
Colonial  Days  and  Dames,  The  C  nqneror,  Conquest  of  Granada,  The 
Crisis,  Two  years  before  the  Masr,  Duerslayer,  Robinson  Ci  usoe,  The 
Spy,  Uncle  Tom's  Cabin,  Scar^t  Letter,  Iloosier  Schoolmaster.  Scottish 
Chiefs.  The  text  books  now  in  use  in  our  schools  are,  as  a  whole, 
very  good.  Many  of  them  are  of  recent  issue;  such  as— Metcalfs  Eng- 
ish  Grammar;  Red  way  and  Hinman's  Natural  Geography ;  Jones'  Reud 
ers  and  Montgomery's  Histories. 

The  only  out  of  date  text  book  now  being  used  in  our  schools  is  th3 
Blaisdell's  Physiology  and  this  will  undoubtedly  be  changed  during  the 
next  year.  Of  course  Harper's  Readers,  Baldwin's  Primers  and  a  few 
other  old  bo^ks  are  still  used  in  some  of  the  schools,  but  they  serve  as 
supplementary  reading  matter. and  not  as  the  regular  text  book.  In  the 
High  School  all  of  the  books  are  up  to  date;  some"  having  been  pub- 
]ish  only  a  year  or  two;  such  as  Shutt's  Suggestive  geometry,  which  is, 
without  any  doubt,  a  great  improvement  on  the  Wentworth's  "learn  and 
recite  method Moore  and  Miner's  Pook-keeping  and  Accounting  and 
Montgomery's  English  History. 

Following  is  a  list  of  the  different  books  used : —Primers,  Baldwin' 
Readers,  Jones;  Choice  Literature  Readers,  Williams;  Lessons  in  Eng- 
lish, Morrow  &  McLean ;  Whiting  books,  Farley  &  Gunnison;  Physi- 
ology, Biaisdell;  English  Grammar,  Metcalf;  Geography,  Redway  & 
Hinman;  Spelling,  Hunt  &  Gourley;  Arithmetic,  Milne;  Physical  Geog- 
raphy,  Davis;  U.  S.  History,  Montgomery;  English  History,  Mont- 
gomery; German  Reader,  Keller;  German  Grammar,  Joynes  Meissner; 
L»tiu  Reader,  Gunnison  &  Harley;  Caesar,  Westcott;  Aigebra,  Milne; 
Geometry,  Shutts;  Book  keepiug,  Moore  &  Miner. 

The  teaching  profession  is  a  peculiar  one.  It  is  classed  with  the 
preferred  professions  and  yet  there  is  no  other  class  of  professional  peo- 
ple who  occupy  such  censurable  positions  as  do  the  teachers.  If  they 
prove  capable  men  and  women  and  school  work  passes  along  'nicely  and 
smoothly,  very  little  is  said  and  very  little  credit  is  given  them.    But  let 
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affairs  move  contrari  wise  and  my!  what  aery  will  be  hpard  on  all  sides. 
Everyone  feels  it  bis  duty  to  express  bis  opicion  as  to  how  the  schools 
should  be  mataged,  etc.  This  would  seldom  happen  if  the  parents  did 
their  duty  to  their  children  and  to  the  teachers  by  visiting  the  schools. 
A  person'  is  unable  to  form  "proper"  opinions  in  regard  to  different 
events  unless  he  is  acquainted  with  the  surrounding  circumstance-.  If 
the  parents  would  visit  the  schools  occasionally  and  become  oetter  ac- 
quainted with  the  teachers  and  with  their  trials  and  annoyances,  ihey 
wou(d  be  less  apt  to  criticize  them  for  every  little  thing  which  the  chil- 
dren report  and  magnify..  This  may  sound  like  an  old  story  and  pe:- 
haps  it  is,  but  nevertheless  it  would  be  a  matter  of  great  pleasuie  to  us 
teachers  to  see  the  parents  more  interested  in  the  education  of  their 
children.
